Renegotiation of Laurel-Langley Agreement (Manila). sigreement has 
governed US-Philippine economic relations since 1955; expiration of present 
agreement is 3 July.

September). To discuss US aic’ and commercial relations. 


Sri Lanka's Prime Minister Bandaranaike to visit USSR, Yugoslavia, Romania, 
West Germany, and Pakistan. Trade and aid very likely will be principal 
topics. 


Japanese Prime Minister Tanaka to visit Mexico and Brazil. First visit of 
a Japanese prime minister to Latin America, aimed at cementing ties to 
countries that supply raw materials to Japan. 


South Korea-US Textile Treaty negotiations. Wili supersede current agreement 
regulating South Korean textile sales to United States to bring bilateral textile 
trade into line with recent multi-fiber agreement reached at Geneva. 


USSR AND EASTERN EUROPE 


Three US representatives to visit USSR under US-USSR Agricultural 
Cooperation Agreement. Will observe and report prospects for winter wheat 
and feed grains. 


Four USDA representatives to visit USSR under US-USSR Agricultura! 
Cooptration Agreement. Will study Soviet agricultural forecasting, data 
collection, organization, and analysis. 


Three US representatives to visit USSR under US-USSR Agricultural 
Cooperation Agreement. Will observe and report prospects for spring wheat. 


Mecting of US-Polish Joint Trade Commission in Washington (tentative). 
Agenda not yet known. 


Deputy USSR Premier Ivan Popov to visit United States. On this long-delayed 
visit, Popov plans to sign scientific, technical, and cultural agreements and 
to tour various private companies. 
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
